GROSS OUTRAGES. 


FOREIGNERS TORTURED BY THE 
PERUVIANS. 


One of Caceres’s Generals Attempts 
to Extort Forced Loans—Casual- 
ties in the Battle at Lima. 
Minister McKenzie. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, March 25.—A special dis- 
patch from Lima to a morning paper says 
that news has been received from the 
south that the Caceres authorities in Pisco 
have not yet recognized the provisional 
goverament. Gen. Maz, an adherent of 
Caceres, still holds Cuzco and Pano. He 
has tortured English, German and Spanish 
subjects for refusing to pay forced loans. 
A message has been sent to him by the 
provisional government that he will be 
held criminally responsible. Troops will 
be sent to the disturbed districts. 

It is now known that the casualties 
from the day's fighting in Lima exceed 
2500 killed and wounded. Dr. Durand, 
who was one of the revolutionary leaders, 
has been offered many positions by the 
government. He has refused them all, 
saying that he fought only for law and 
liderty. 

United States Minister McKenzie has 
subscribed liberally for the aid of the 
wounded. 

At the request of the government, the 
banking-housee and commercial institu- 
tions in Lima will reopen Monday. A 
government order has been issued requir- 
ing all arms and ammunition to be deliv- 
ered to the police. The Ministers of Fi- 
nance and War have paid off and disarmed 
the Caceres troops.

A large Delegation visits 
Prince. 


He Makes a ni. Speech that is Ap- 
plauded in an Enthusi- 
Manner.

Germans Abroad are Mindful of the 
Occasion—Emperor William to 
de a Guest at Friedrichs- 
ruhe Reichstag.

FRIEDRICHSRUHE, March 25.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) Three special trains having 
on board 400 members of the Reichstag and 
Prussian Diet arrived here today and were 
received at the Station by a deputation 
headed by Count Herbert Bismarck. They 
were taken to the castle front, where they 
were received in a body by Prince Bis- 
marck. 

Upon reaching the garden, the guests 
‘proceeded to the rear of the house, where 
Prince Bismarck, 
accompanied by bis sons, his daughter and 
his son-in-law, all in deep mourning, 
appeared on the terrace and were received 
with loud cheers by the visitors below. 
Spokesmen from the several branches of 
the Legislature made speeches, briefly con- 
veying the fervent hope that Prince Bis- 
marck would long be nie to enjoy his 
well-earned repose. 

Prince Bismarck, standing close to the 
stone balustrade, replied in a loud and 
clear voice, @istinctly audible to all pres- 
ent. He spoke for nearly twenty minutes 
with wonderful animation, emphasizing his 
remarks with frequent gestures of the 
hand. The self-deprecatory remarks with 
which he began were answered with loud 
shouts of Nein.“ 

The Prince thanked the deputation for 
the high Honor conferred upon him by 
their visit and declared that the Sachszen- 
wald hdd never before seen such a notable | 
‘Company. Then he sad: 


“I should to some extent shamed of 
the great Honor, but I eee not |. students of Germany win join, the latter 


intended for me alone, but also for the 
task -aééomhplished in which 1 assisted 
and for ‘the political objects we thereby 
gained: Thé compliment you pay mel must 
share with others. It is a source of immense 


satisfaction to me that I must share it 


with my. former (now deceased) colleague, 
and must share it with many others.” 

The aged ex-Chancellor paused, mani- 
festing intense emotion, with tears in his 
eyes, as his thoughts reverted to the 
past. His listeners were deeply affected 
as they stood silently for fully half a 
minute, waiting for him to proceed. When 
he spoke again he said: Above all I must 
‘share it with my! —a long pause — Em- 
Peror William of blessed memory.“ This 
remark of the Prince was greeted with 
prolonged applause. When quiet had been 
Testored, Bismarck said: 

What could I have done without him 
and his army? I should have remained in 
the same swamp that the leaders of all 
former national efforts encountered who 
were actuated by errors in that they ig- 
nored the power of German sovereignty 
and dynasty.. From the best view that 
‘was an error. Our dynasties are, thank 
God, still strong in their roots, each in its 
Own land, and this is especially the case 
with the great military force which the 
King of Prussia undoubtedly has the power 
to place at the service of the national will. 
That was my endeavor, when I, in the 
capacity of Ambassador to Franfort, ob- 
served the state of the political situation. 
We, therefore, are indebted to the old 
Emperor and his allies far more than any 
minister or chancellor could have done for 
us. If the treaties signed by the Federal 
government had not borne their signature 
these treaties would not have existed. 

„We fought fiercely with the Bavarians 
and Saxons, yet directly there was common 
deed for the support of the empire’s peo- 
ple, the happiness was given to us with 
the greatest readiness. (Loud cheers.) 
We have fought to such am extent that the 
dogs have licked the blood of the slain, 
yet we now shake hands and march to- 
gether with the enemies of our country. 
This is the way our dynasties acted as 
compared with our party factions. I hope 
you will take a lesson therefrom. As long 
as we are able to reckon upon this na- 
tional sentiment, we need have no fear of 


our being involved in difficulty which may 


arise from party division.” 

After speaking for some time of Ger- 
mam politics Bismarck paused and said: 

“Gentlemen, I could say much more if 
I were strong and rough. I am a weary 
old man. (Loud cries of ‘No, no,’) I am 
grateful for your patient attention and 
still more for the honor you have shown 
me. I regret that I am not in a position 
to work with you in Parliament, (cries of 


‘Not as much as we do;’) but I am nct}, 
etrorg enough to stand the conflicts of 


life in Berlin. (Much laughter.) In many 
respects I have become old, but at the 
game time I have obtained comfort and 
desire to close my lite in the house I 
mow inhabit, but my thoughts perhaps are 
more with you than is fit for a man of 
my age. (Cries of Nu No.) I cannot sud- 
denly abandon all my old thoughts simply 
because I have grown sid and em in bad 
health. You have not forsakep me and I 
cannot give better expression to feeling 
than I have inspired by requesting you to 
continue to think of the Dmpire, even in 
the Prussian Diet, and to rot forget when 
there that you are guarantees for the Em- 
pire, and that the King is also your Em- 
peror and has duties toward the Empire 
and toward the Federal States. Remember 
also that you must help him to execute 
net only a policy for Brardenburg, or 
Prussia, but also an imperial German pol- 
icy. With this thought I beg of you to 
join me in cheers for His Majesty. Long 
live His Majesty, the Emperor and King. 

The toast was received with thunders of 
~pplause, and when the enthusiasm sub- 
sided three cheers were given for Prince 
Bismarck, who, in response, said: “Gen- 
Cert 1 thank you for the honor you 


have done me. -I thank you again and 
again, and wish that I could give you all 
a bed, but I was obliged to take this house 
as I found it, and I never thought I should 
end my days here. I have always fek 
too old to undertake additions to the 
tuildings. I can even console myself with 
the sentiment that for a loving pair there 
is room enough in the smallest cottage. 
(Great laughter,) since there is not room 
enough here for 400 of my fellow-country- 


men, when all love each other.” 


This happy response from the old Chan- 
cellor, wheee eyes were now twinkling with 
merriment, was greeted with the loudest 
and most prolonged applause. 

The crowd then gave three tremendous 
“hochs’’ for Prince Bismarck. Then the 
latter led the cheers for the Emperor, 
which were enthusiastically given. At the 
luncheon Count Stollenberg-Werigeroe, 
who recently resigned the presidency of 
East Prussia, proposed Bismarck’s health 
in a short speech. The special train re- 
turned to Berlin at 3:30 p.m. 

Emperor Willtam is expected here to 
visit Bismarck tomorrow and a brilliant 
military suite will accompany him. Bis- 
marek received. the deputations today, de- 
spite the unceasing warnings of his physi- 
cian, Dr. Schweininger, and his secretary, 
Dr. Chrysander, and he will practically 
celebrate his eightieth birthday with the 
whole of the German people. The desire 


to testify their love and admiration of the 


unifier of Germany is spontaneous and 
general th.oughout the country. 

The grandest celebration of all promises 
to be the one arranged to take place 
around the vicinity of the ia mon- 
ument in the Neiderwald on the Rhine, 
which will be participated in by representa- 
tives of thirty-six cities in the Rhenish 
district, men belonging to every political 
party. The central part of the celebration 
will be at the foot of the monument itself. 
A grand commers' in the evening and 
the illumination of the bills and mountain 
peaks near by, together with great fire- 
works on the Rhine will also take place. 
In the Black Forest similar  rejoicings 
will occur. All the summits of the moun- 
tains in that region will show bonfires on 
the evening of March 31. Hamburg’s mu- 
nicipal celebration, outside of that ar- 
ranged for by the German University stu- 
dents, will be very extensive. A political 
committee has assumed charge of a com- 
mers,” to which everybody is invited on 
the night of March 31. On the night fol- 
lowing there will be great fireworks, on 
the night of April 1 a torchlight proces- 
sion in which 6000 will share, is to pro- 
ceed to Friedrichsruhe. The Society of 
Arts and Sciences will undertake a pro- 
cession to Friedrichsruhe on the birthday 
morning and serenade the Prince, and on 


a special reserved performance in the 
Stadt Theater, a patriotic drama, written 
for the occasion. .

TO DISSOLVE THE REICHSTAG. 

NEW YORK, March 25.—A special dis- 
patch to a morning paper from Berlin 
says that Dmperor William held a lengthy 
corference with Prince Hohenlohe last 
night, regarding the advisabilfty of dissalv- 
ing the Reichstag. 
called for by the inspired organs. Prince 
Hohenlohe is opposed to such a step, but 
Baron von Koeller and Dr. Miquel favor 

The election of a president of the Reich- 
stag will take place on Wednesday, when 
a decision will have to be arrived at. The 
Centre party, which is now in disgrace, 
will presert the names of Herr Spahn and 
Schmit as its candidates for the chair. 
The Socialists may nominate Herr Bebel. 
Efforts are being made by the Centre to 
dissuade the Pope from sending his con- 
gratulations to Prince Bismarck. 

WILL NOT DISSOLVE. 

BERLIN, March 25.—The National Zei- 
tung is informed semi-officially that the 
government does not intend to dissolve the 
Reichstag on account of its refusal to 
agree to congratulate Prince Bismarck 
on his birthday. 

ASKING DISSOLUTION. 

LONDON, March 25.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Berlin says that the na- 
tional parties are still clamoring for the 
dissolution of the Reichstag and expresses 
the belief that the decision of that body on 
the Bismarck resolution is the precursor 
of a new era in the history of the nation.

It is in the fleshy part of the 
face, but fortunately no part of the skull 
has been fractured or any vital organs 
touched. Prince Li’s advanced age and 
several constitutional disorders , which 
make him almost an invalid, may aggra- 
vate a nowise harmful wound. On his ar- 
rival at Shimonoseki he was too sick to 
leave the ship which brought him. He had 
to be carried about, this being a necessity 
in his case, as well as an honor due his 


rank.

THREE SISTERS PURSUE IT TO 


THE GRAVE. 


One After Another the Erring Women 
Take Their Lives After Being 
Deserted by the Men With 
Whom They Eloped.

CHICAGO, March 25.—Frances Bailey, 
28 years old, was found dead in her room, 
No. 1235 Wabash avenue. On a table near 
by was an empty two-ounce bottle of mor- 
phine and a letter addressed to her sister, 
Mrs. King. 

The woman was the third of a family 
of four sisters to end her life in this man- 
ner. Her death will be a surprise to her 
friends in Allegan, Mich., where she was 
brought up and where her father was at 
one time a prosperous merchant. The 
death of the third daughter, Frances, adds 
another chapter to a pathetic family his- 
tory. The Bailey family was one of the 
best-known in that city. The parents took 
especial pride in their daughters and gave 
them every advantage in the way of edu- 
cation. They were excellent musicians, 
— their beauty attracted general atten- 

0 


The death of the first of the daughters 
is said to have broken her father’s heart 
so that he died shortly afterward. Her 
name was Edna. It was several years ago 
when the roller-skating craze had spread 
to every hamlet in the United States. 
Edna fell in love with a professional 
roller-skater and eloped with him. 

One morning about a year ago she was 
found dead in her room in a Grand Rapids 
boarding-house. She had taken morphine. 
She was 29 years old. Her remains were 
shipped to Allegan and interred there. 
Six months later her father was laid by 
the side of his favorite daughter. The 
people in Allegan say he grieved himself 
to death. For some time after the father’s 
death the three daughtera remained at 
home, but their poverty was their curse, 
and only a few months after her sister’s 
death Grace, the youngest daughter, 
eloped with an actor. She was 25 years 
old. She drifted to Chicago and February 
23 was found dead in her room, No. 437 
Clark street. She had taken morphine. 
Her remains were shipped to Allegan and 
once more the people there saw the family 
go to the cemetery and watched Grace 
laid away by the side of her sister and 
father. 

Frances Bailey, who was found dead, 
ran away from her home with a traveling 
salesman. She was 28 years old. She, 
too, came to Chicago after she had been 
deserted. In the letter which she left to 
her sister, Mrs. King, she said that as her 
two sisters had ended their lives she 
thought best to end her troubles in a sim- 
ilar manner.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) March 25.—Ever 
since her advent in this city, Miss Ida 
Wells has been a thorn in the side of the 
Ministerial Alliance, composed of all the 
ministers belonging to the various Prot- 
estant denominations.

This com- 
mittee reported at today’s session of the 
alliance and they raised a storm. Dr. 
Neill moved to lay the report of the com- 
mittee on the table unread. This motion 
was defeated, for the resolutions, which 
favored Miss Wells, were read. Dr. Neill 
then objected to the adoption of the reso- 
lutions and was supported by fifteen other 
ministers. A heated debate followed, dur- 


ing which some very acrimonious language 


was indulged in. 

Rev. D. M. Cromer was so excited that 
his voice trembled when he said he no- 
ticed a great deal of ungentlemanly de- 
havior and has also noted the same con- 
duct on previous occasions. The work of 
the session, he said, had taught bim a les- 
son.

I 
think the whole fault lies with the cus- 
tom-house inspector in charge of the party 
on the cutter, who certainly should, and I 
believe does, know the law for such cases.“

A REMARKABLE CASE. 


Charles Olsen Lives with Almost No 
Press Leased-wire & 


CHICAGO, March 25.—A special from 


a man diving with the top of bis head cut 
off and the brain cavity almost empty 
is agitating the surgeons of Grand Rapids 
and vicinity. A week ago Charlies Olsen 
attempted to board a moving train but 
missed his footing and fell under the 
wheels. His head was crushed so that 
over half of the brains fell out and when 
the injured man was picked up it was 
supposed that he was dead. Arrangements 
were made for the funeral, but just before 
the coffin was closed, the undertaker no- 
ticed a movement in the supposed dead 
man’s eyelids. and had the body taken 
out of the casket and placed in bed. Sur- 
geons were called and they declared that 
Olsen was not dead, but simply in a state 
of oma. 

By the use of electricity the surgeons 
managed to arouse him to a considerable 
extent. It was supposed that he could 
last but a moment or two, as there was 
nothing in che brain cavity but a few 
shreds of gray matter, but in a short time 
the patient began to improve. He could 
not speak, but seemed to comprehend all 
that was going on around him. His re- 
covery was rapid and today he can sit 
up in bed and say a few words. Olsen does 
not remember anything in regard to him- 
self prior to the accident, nothing of his 
past life and at first did not even know 
his own name. The surgeons will have 
Olsen examined by Eastern specialists in 
order to find out how it is that he is 
living when, according to all surgical 
rules, he should be dead. A silver plate 
was put on Olsen’s head and he is now 
doing nicely. He complains frequently that 
he can feel nothing and that nothing he 
eats has any taste. He has lost nearly 
fifty pounds since he was hurt.

GERMANS FAVOR A BIMETALLIC 
STANDARD. 


Strong Reasons for So Doing—En- 
gland Will not Cut a Big Figure 
at the Forthcoming 
Conference.

NEW YORK, March 25.—A special from 
Berlin to the World says that a number 
of prominent German officials have been 
interviewed on the subject of the forthcom- 
ing international monetary conference. 
They are practically unanimous in the be- 
lief that action favorable to silver will be 
taken by Germany, France and the United 
States, and a majority say that the posi- 
tion of England is immaterial. In speak- 
ing of England several said that, though

Placed by a Conservative cabinet, the 
friends of the double standard largely base 
their expectations of international bimetal- 
lism on the ground that it is the only thing 
that can relieve the distressed agricultur- 
ists of Germany. 

Prince Hohenlohe, the imperial Chan- 
cellor, said: “The united governments of 
the German States will, by my recom- 
mendation, make a careful inquiry into the 
matter. As to the proposed monetary con- 


| ference, I am being followed with gonfl- 


dence to its results, in order that this 
vexatious question may at least end in a 
solution satisfactory to all countries which 
have suffered from the monetary calamities 
of the last few years. Much has been put 


before the representatives of the different 


German States, coliectively and individ- 
vally. As to the place where the confer- 
ence is to be held, I presume that many of 
our people would dike to see it held in Ber- 
lin. But I think that their views will 
hardly preponderate.”’ 

Count Mirbach, one of the leaders of the 
Conservative party, said: “As soon as 
Germany can secure the co-operation of 


the powers mainly interested, negotiations 


to that effect are now going on, then the 
conference will be held wherever and when- 
ever practicable. There is a possibility 
that the date of the conference will be in- 
tentionally put off somewhat in order to 
secure the good will of England, where it 
seems that the days of the anti-silver rob- 
bery government are counted. f 

“The question how the German govefn- 
ment will. approach the question of uni- 
versal bimetallism is not easily answered. 
A strong and firm hand is wanted in our 
monetary policy here. It is my firm oon 
viction that the power of facts will force 
the government to help pave the way for 
the fealization of international bimetallism 
in some form or other. Eventually, I say, 
because some powers will be forced into 
it against their will. Bimetalfism in Ger- 
many is not any longer a currency ques- 
tion, but a universal, national, economic 
one. It stands close to the, at present, 
most important problem of the German 
inner-policy, viz., the salvation and main- 
tenance of German agriculture.”

Of the forty members 
of the Legislature only four or five will 
vote against the rejection, these four or 
five being Catholics and representing 
purely Catholic constituencies.

| PLEA IN THE DEBS TRIAL AT 


WASHINGTON. 


Lyman Trumbull Appears as One of 
the Counsel for Defendants— 
His Argument Against 
Jurisdiction. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The United 
States Supreme Court today began the 
hearing of arguments in the case of Eugene 
V. Debs, president of the American Rail- 
way Union, and others. The counsel for 
the defendants are Lyman Trumbull, S. S. 
Gregory and C. 8. Darrow. Atty.-Gen. 
Olney, his assistant, Gen. Whitney, and 
Edwin Walker, a special United States at- 
torney, appeared for the government. Debs 
and associates asked for a writ of“ habeas 
corpus, relieving them from sentence of 
imprisonment passed upon them by Judge 
Woods. 

The fact was developed that the main 
contention of the petitioners would be 
that the original bill stated no case cog- 
nizable in chancery, and, therefore, the 
injunction was void, and the persons at 
whom it was aimed were not bound to 
observe it. In support of this proposition 


thority from Congress the government 
could maintain no such bill, and no such 
authority could be found, unless it be 
in the act of 1890, known as the Sherman 
anti-trust act, but they contended that this 
fact was unconstitutional because, involv- 
ing proceedings in chancery in such cases, 
it deprived the defendants, under the penal 
statute, of the right of trial by jury, con- 
trary to the sixth amendment to the Con- 
stitution. 

It was 12:40 o’clock when the case was 
called, and Mr. Trumbull addressed the 
court in support of a motion made by 
himself that counsel be heard in behalf 
of the petitioners, and that they be al- 
lowed three hours for the presentation of 
that side of the case. The motion was 
granted, and three hours were allowed on 
each side. Trumbull then proceeded with 
his argument on the merits of the case, 
outlining the points as above set forth. It 
has been a long while since Trumbull 
appeared in the court, but he was recog- 
nized immediately, and there were many 
favorable comments upon his hale and ven- 
erable appearance. He spoke without notes 
and confined himself closely to the facts 
and arguments set forth in the brief of the 
petitioners. 

He characterized the proceedings as ex- 
traordinary and the statements in the bill 
of equity as relentless. He declared the 
statements made in it had only been sworn 
to by an unknown person, a man who, for 
aught he knew, had been picked up on the 
street for the purpose.

Trumbull also took exception to the use 
of the word conspiracy, as used in the bill, 
declaring that the purpose of the strikers 
was that of preventing the hauling of 
sleeping-cars and not of preventing 
the transportation of mails, or of inter- 
fering with interstate commerce. The 
great question was, he said, whether a 
court of equity had jurisdiction in a case 
of the character of the one under consid- 
eration, and proceeded to argue the con- 
stitutional bearing on the question. He 
did not believe it competent for Congress 
to confer upon courts of equity jurisdic- 
tion in any but equity cases and he in- 
sisted that Congress had never undertaken 
to confer such prerogatives. The present 
case involved a criminal offense. Had ever 
a case occurred when a court of equity 
had attempted to restrain a citizen from 
committing a criminal act—burglary or 
murder, for instance? If the petitioners 
nad been guilty as charged they should 
have proceeded against them in the regu- 
lar manner by indietment and trial dy 
jury. 

He took issue with the contention that 
the constitutional provision for the regula- 
tion of commerce between the States gave 
authority for such a proceeding in this 
equity, but declared this was entirely con- 
trary to the holding of the court, in sup- 
port of: which position he quoted various 
authorities, but even if this was correct, 


the present case was one entirely confined 


to the State of Illinois. 

Continuing, Trumbull declared the Su- 
preme Court of the United States ‘had been 
overwhelmed with cases growing out of a 
strained construction of the Constitution, 
and he thought it time to call a halt. He 
contended that the anti-trust bill had no 
bearing on the case of an association of 
railway employees, but was intended to 
prevent combinations, corporations and 
trusts, which was made evident by the 
fact that provision was made for the seiz- 
ure of property. He also asserted the in- 
junction in the case had been issued with- 
out notice except to the newspapers. 
this was true it was in defiance of Con- 
gress and it was not to be supposed that 
everybody was to be compelled to read 
newspapers. He urged in conclusion that 
Debs and his associates were illegally im- 
prisoned and asked for their release. 

Asst.-Gen. Whitney followed on behalf 
of the government. He thought that when 
the question should be ascertained there 


would be very little difficulty in arriving 


at a decision. He did not suppose the 
court would find it necessary to go into 
the general question of strikes and boy- 
cotts which was an untrodden field for the 
Supreme Court and involved points on 
which the courts and the text-writers, so 
far as they had dealt with the matter, 
were divided. It was therefore unneces- 


sary to consider whether the anti-trust 


law applies to conspiracies of the kind in 


which Debs and his associates were en- 
gaged. The case was a peculiar one, in 
that none of the parties to the present 
case was engaged in the Chicago strike as 
employees of any of the roads. They had 
organized for the purpose of boycotting

He dwelt on the great injury done by | 
the strike, which injury, ‘he said, was irre- 
parable, and asked that the court take 
cognizance of this fact as it was conceded 
on all hands. There could hardly be a 
question that the strike was unlawful in 
its aspects, in its attempt at boycotting 
and at controlling by combination the 
railroad traffic of the country. The real 
question was as to the jurisdiction of a 
court of equity and he contended that it 
had it in such a case as the present. 

Whitney contended in reply to the ob- 
jectton that the United States was not 
properly a party to the present proceed- 
ings, having no interests which were in- 
volved, that in a habeas corpus proceeding 
it was immaterial by what party the pro- 
ceedings should be inaugurated. Yet, he 
contended that the situation was one 
which called for the interference of the 
government authorities. He also contended 
the case was one in which it was proper 
to invoke the aid of an equity court to 
the extent at least of granting an injunc- 
tion, leaving criminal features of the case 
to be considered by a criminal court. 

He argued that the applicability of the 
anti-trust law to such a combination as 
that formed by Debs and the other par- 
ties to the present proceeding, with 
a literal construction of the 3 

urged; in conclusion, that this case had 
only been brought to the Supreme Court 
on appeal after the final decision of the 


‘case below. 


Gregory opened his argument with a 
reference to the question as to whether 
“the information” in the case was properly 
before the court, and he urged that the 
case was not one for too close scrutiny, 
as the matter was one involving the liberty 
of citizens. It seemed to be a dangerous 
power to commit to a single magistrate 
that he might imprison without regard 
to the facts or the law, and that there 
could be no appeal to the Supreme Court. 
He contended that Debs and his associates 


had not been enjoined from ordering a’ 


strike,“ which was what they had been 
guilty of, if guilty at all. 

Regarding the jurisdiction of the court 
below, Gregory contended there was none, 
because no federal statute had been sub- 
mitted under which the case could be con- 
sidered there, except the anti-trust law, 
and he characterized the effort to proceed 
under this law as “a kind of judicial 
strabism.“ 

He regarded it as significant that the 
government had virtually abandoned this 
law as a ground of proceeding. Continu- 
ing, he asserted that the English Chan- 
cery courts had never undertaken to en- 
join the obstruction of railroads owned by 
private corporations, nor had there been 
such a proceeding in any of our State 
courts. In reality this was a proceeding 


to punish for conspiracy by an equity court, 
and such a course was not allowable in 


advance of Congressional enactment. Un- 
til such enactment he had called upon 
the court to prevent it. 

Walker asserted the right of the United 
States to invoke the aid of an equity court 
to suppress a nuisance, and therefore such 
a court had jurisdiction in this case. He 
referred briefly to the condition of affairs 
in Chicago when the appeal was made to 
the Circuit Court, which was, he said, for 
the protection cf the mails and interstate 
commerce issuance of writs to enjoin such 
interference. He defended the right of 
the government to invoke protection of the 
the interests in a court of equity, asserting 
that such a course is authorized both by 
the statutes and the decision of the courts. 
He based his argument largely upon the 
provisions of the interstate commerce act 
and upon the right of the government to 
protect the mails. Walker concluded with 
the adjournment of the court at 4 o’clock, 
leaving only two arguments still to be 
made, that Atty.-Gen. Olney for the Gov- 
ernment, and Darrow for the petitioners.

A week 
later the medicine man’s body was found. 
Dominic confessed, and was placed in jail 
at Seattle, but the Justice of the Peace 
there liberated him as there were not wit- 
nesses and no one to accuse him os the 
crime of murdering the medicine man. 
An Indian courier brought the news of 
Dominic’s release to the Puyallups and 
Chief Leshi harangued his friends about 
the shortcomings of the white man’s laws, 
and the disgrace it would be to the Puy- 
allups and Nesquallys to allow Dominic 
to 


go free. 
“Suppose you get neither,” Leshi was 
asked. 

“Then we will fight,“ he said. ‘I tell 
you we will have war if $3000 is not given 
us. Bouchett was worth $3000, and ac- 
cording to our ancient laws that much 
must be paid by the tribe or we will go 
to war. We don’t want the whites to 
have anything to do with it. They have

After a jury had been eecured and the 
trial of the case actually begun, Hurley 
created a genuine sensation. Against the 
advice of his counsel, he went on the wit- 
ness stand and made a clean breast of 
his connection with the attempt to bribe 
jurors. He implicated Deputy Sheriff 
Rock, who was under suspicion at the time 
of Hurley’s arrest, and also implicated 
Harry Piper, chief deputy county clerk. 
Hurley swore that R. H. McDonald had of- 
fered him $500 for each juror that he could 
get to vote for acquittal. He then went 
to Deputy Sheriff Rock, he said, and they 
agreed to manage the job together, Rock 
agreeing to summon the men to be named 
by Hurley. Hurley declared that Liver- 
nash, McDonaid’s attorney, had told the 
whole truth about the matter, but de- 
spite Livernash’s assertions to the con- 
trary, he insisted that McDonald had prom- 
fised him $500 for each juror. 

A juror asked Hurley whether he had 
ever been in the jury-bribing business be- 
fore. Hurley, it will be remembered, was 
the one juror who stood out for acquittal 
in the trial of Actor Curtis for the murder 
of Policeman Grant.

Shares sand Money.

NEW YORK, March 25.—The week 
opened on the Stock Exchange with an 
active speculation and a strong tone to the 
dealings. Not since the upward movement 
began was there such a heavy volume of 
business, and the foreign houses were 
large buyers of the international stocks, 
the advance in American securities on 
the London Stock Exchange stimulating 
prices in this market. During the first 
quarter of an hour nearly every stock 
traded in recorded an advance ranging 
from % to 5 per cent., the latter in Great 
Northern preferred. A raid made in Gen- 
eral Electric induced by the denial of a 
reported agreement between the Westing- 
house and General Electric companies 
broke that stock 2% per cent. and de- 
pressed the general market. Chicago Gas 
lost 2 per cent., the selling in the stock 
being largely due to the discussion of the 
court holding the Ogden charter could not 
be attacked except in suit of the Atotrney- 
General of Illinois or the States attorney. 
The other gains ranged from % to & per 
gent., the latter in New Jersey Central, 
which had previously advanced 2% per 
cent. The depression was of brief dura- 
tion and before 11 o’clock the market was 
again on the upward turn with New Jer- 
sey Central, General Electric and Reading 
in. the lead. Speculation, however, soon 
became irregular, but on brisk buying of 
Sugar, that stock rose 1% per cent. above 
Saturday's closing and the market gener- 
ally recorded an improvement. After mid- 
day a few stocks yielded a fraction, which 
Was quickly recovered and 
again became stronger. During the last 
half hour speculation was somewhat ir- 
regular, but the market closed in fairly 
good tone, with a great majority of the 
stocks dealt in above the closing figures 
of Saturday. Among the more important 
gains are: Union Pacific, 1%; Sugar, 1%; 
Great Northern preferred 5. The only 
shares that declined more than a fraction 
were Consolidated Gas, Pittsburgh and 
Western preferred and Distilling Trust re- 
ceipts, 1 per cent. each. The total sales 
of the day were heavier than on any day 
for months past. The bond market dur- 
ing the morning evinced considerable ir- 
regularity, but in the later session there 
was a general upward movement, the clos- 
ing being at about the best of the day. 
The sales aggregated $2,280,000, of which 
3412.00 was Atchison 478, and $186,000, 
Kansas and Texas 28.

BISMARCK.

A VICIOUS MEASURE. 


Some very weighty responsibilities 
were dumped upon Gov. Budd by the 
Legislature, in the form of ill-consid-, 
ered or vicious legislatiou. Among the 
bills of the latter class is the so-called 
Street Railroad Bill, (A. B. No. 702.) 
which is now in the Governor's bands 
for signature. This measure amends 
sec. 499, which, as amended in 
i891, reads as follows: 

“Two lines of street railway, oper- 
ated under different managements. 
may be permitted to use the same 
street, each paying an equal portion 
for the construction of the tracks and 
appurtenances used by said railways 
jointly; but in no case must two lines 
of street railway, operated under dif- 

rent managements, occupy and vse 
the same street or tracks for a dis- 
tance of more than five blocks con- 
secutively.”’ 

The bill passed by the Legislature 
at its latest session amends the above 
Section by inserting after the word 
“construction” the words “and main- 
tenance.” With this amendment no 
fault can be found, as each company 
should bear an equal portion of the 
cost of maintaining any and all tracks 
used jointly. But there is a further 
amendment which consists in the 
omission of the word “consecutively” 
at the end of the paragraph. This 
omission, it is apparent, limits the 
streets which may be used jojatlysby 
roads under different managements to 
& total distance of five blocks in the 
entire city. Aside from the manifest 
absurdity of such a provision, its 
Fross injustice is obvious. It would 
practically shut out a competing com- 

ny from the principal streets of a 

ty, giving a monopoly to an exist- 
ing road which already occupied such 
streets. The omission of the word 
“consecutively” was evidently de 
Signed to accomplish that result. 

In 1891, it is alleged, the electric 
railway company ‘now operating in 
this city, procured the amendment to 
see. 499 of the Civil Code, as 
quoted above. Under it the company 
Was enabled to parallel the lines cf 
the cable company which had in- 
vested some $3,000,000 to $4,000,000 
here, and eventually to drive the 
cable company to the wall, acquiring 
its franchise and equipment at a 
figure much below the original cost. 
Now the Consolidated Electric Rail- 
way Company occupies a large pro- 
portion of the principal streets of the 
city, and naturally destres to shut cut 
competition. Hence the bill passed 
tat the last session, omitting the word 
“consecutively,” and thus limiting the 
flistance for joint occupancy 10 a total 
Or five blocks in an entire city. 
The effect. of this measure, f ap- 
proved by the Governor, would be .to 
Shut out other possible railroad euter- 
Prises and extensions in Los Angeles, 
by preventing the joint use of prin- 
ipal streets by roads under different 
management., except to the extent of 
five blocks for the entire city. 
Having obtained all it wanted under 
the law so amended in 1891, the com- 
pany now desires that the bridge 
shall be burned behind it, to prevent 
possible competitors from crossing 
over. It rests with Gov. Budd to 
prevent 7 consummation of this 


* 


vicious scheme. The measure applies 
only to Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, and its passage appears to have 
been secured through the joint ef- 
forts of Southern Pacific agents and 
representatives of the electric ra‘l- 
road interests of this city. The South- 
ern Pacific has secured franchises 
covering portions of most of the prin- 
cipal streets of San Francisco, and 
the effect of the measure, if approved 
by the Governor, would be more dis- 
astrous in that city than here. But 
it would be against the people’s in- 
terests in both cities, and it is sin- 
cerely to be hoped that Gov. Budd 
will refuse to approve it. 


A DOUBLE-ENDER JOKE. 


telegram from Atlanta, Ga., tells 
of a “joke on the Atlanta police” which 
appears to be a sort of two-edged af- 
fair. It seems that a newspaper re 


porter, desiring to test the acumen of 


the Atlanta police force, took pictures 
of Dr. A. Conan Doyle and Eugene 
Field to the police officials for the os- 
tensible purpose of securing expert 
opinions as to the characters of the 
two men. The result was somewhat 
surprising, not to say amusing, and it 
is very evident from the opinions ex- 
pressed by the officers that if efther 
Dr. Doyle or Gene Field ever shows 
his face in Atlanta he will have cause 
to regret it.

He's probably a safe-cracker, and as 
dead tough a fellow as can be found.

The wounding of Li Hung Chang 
by the bullet of à Japanese assassin 
will be an injury to the reputation 
of Japan, whether rightly so or not.

While the Japanese 
government is not morally responsible 
for the work of this.'assassin, the 
civilized world will regard Japan 
with somewhat different feelings than 
those entertained before the rash at- 
tempt upon the Viceroy’s life, Japan 
has not yet fully won her title to a 
position among the more enlightened 
nations of the earth, and this deplor- 
able event will not serve to strengthen 
her in that regard. It is probable, 
moreover, that the event will have 
some effect upon the pending peace 
ngotiations—especially if the Viceroy’s 
wound should prove serious. Speedy 
and severe punishment of the assas- 
sin will be the most effective dis- 
claimer that Japan can enter in the 
premises. He will probably lose his 
head, whether Li Hung Chang's in- 
juries be severe or otherwise. 


The New York World has a cock- 
and-bull story from St. Augustine, 
Fla., to the effect that Gov. McNinley, 
who .is in the South, has announced 
indignantly that if the “Repubiican 
party should declare for free silver 
he would quit the party forever. Gov. 
McKinley’s statement on this subject, 
if he has made any, was probably 
qualified. Free silver may become 
practicable through the action of the 
international conference, though the 
ratio may not be 16 to 1. ‘The World's 
story is evidently designed. to place 
Gov. McKinley in the attitude of an im- 
placable enemy of silver—wbich be is 
not. Like the majority of Republi- 
cans, he is in favor of as extensive 
a use of silver as is compatible with 
the integrity of our currency system. 
It is pretty early in the campaign to 
begin to misrepresent Gov. McKinley. 
But the New York World is capable 
of misrepresenting anybody. 


Canadian farmers, according to 
the Canadian Trade Review, are real- 
izing 3 cents per dozen more for the 
eggs which they export to the United 
States, under the present tariff, than 
they realized under the McKinley 
tariff. Montreal recently shipped ten 
carloads to the New York market in 
one weék, Under the tariff of 1883, 
Canada shipped $2,156,725 worth of 
eggs to our markets in one year. This 
enormous total was reduced by the 
McKinley tariff to $324,855 in 1893. 
There are some farmers who think 
that a protective tariff doesn’t protect 
them; but they don’t live ‘along the 
Canadian border. 


A prominent Mexican journal, El 
Patricio, appeals to all the American 
countries to combine for the purpose 
of compelling Europe to keep her fin- 
gers out of affairs belonging exclu- 
sively to this hemisphere. Sooner or 
later, probably, it will come to this. 
The nations on the other side of the 
Atlantic are ready to send their war 
ships into American waters, north or 
south, on the slightest pretext, and 
they assume to exercise a controlling 
influence, too often, in matters which 
concern the Americas alone.

Bluefields and Greytown are 
English Towns. 


Nicaragua Has Been Called on Be- 
fore to Pay for Affronts to 
Foreigners. 


Germany Once Made Our Southern 
Sister Pay Thousand 
Dollars for t to Her 


[From a Special Contributor.] 


The telegraph brings the intelligence 
that unless Nicaragua acceeds to England’s 
demand of £15,000 for the expulsion of 
Consular Agent Hatch from Bluefields, the 
latter will bombard the ports of Greytown 
and Bluefields. 

The writer is of the opinion that En- 
gland will do nothing of the kind, for the 
reason that she will gain nothing thereby, 
as both Greytown and Bluefields are peo- 
pled largely by English subjects, and as 
nearly all the business houses are owned 
or conducted by Her Majesty’s citizens. 
Furthermore, the Nicaraguan government 
has no public buildings that amount to 
the value of $3000 at either point. What 
damage then would she entail on Nicar- 
agua? None! The battering down of the 
native hovels would be small compensation 
for her supposed wounded honor. 

According to the telegraph, also, it is 
said that Cleveland will not interfere with 
England in the enforcement of her demand, 
unless she attempts to take possession 
of Nicaragua territory. If this is so, it is 
to be regretted, for American interests will 
suffer more by the bombardment of Grey- 
town than willl that of any other country, 
for at this point, and subject to the direct 
fire of a man-of-war, is the property of 


the canal. company. 

Again the United States will lose pres- 
tige, commercially, at least, in Central 
America, if she permits England to en- 
force her demand by powder and shot, for— 
Mr. Cleveland-Gresham to the contrary 
notwithstanding—there is some doubt if 
Nicaragua had not the right to expel Mr. 
Hatch from the country on account of his 
intrigues, to the detriment of Nicaragua 
interests, with the Mosquito Indians. It 
should be remembered, also, that Mr. Hatch 
was a mere consular agent, deriving his 
appointment from the Consul, and there- 
fore not standing in the same dight in in- 
ternational law as a minister, or even a 
consul, A consular agent has not the same 
rights as a consul or, minister, and is never 
looked upon in foreign countries as an offi- 
cial of much importance: He is hardly a 
step removed from any other citizen, and 
no country is called upon the harbor a 
person who is plotting her downfall. 

It is necessary to understand to some ex- 
tent the condition of affairs that has ex- 
isted in Bluefields in the past, to fully ap- 
preciate Nicaragua's act in expelling Hatch. 
Until President Zelaya became the execu- 
tive of our sister republic, Bluefields had 
been under the domination, to all intents 
and purposes, of the Mosquito tribe, but 
directly under the control of some Ja- 
maica negroes and a few English subjects. 
At Bluefields Nicaragua had no rights; 
even the custom duties were collected and 

tained by the Jamaicans and English, 
daaing that they acted as the representa- 
tives of the Mosquitos. These same offi- 
cials. have for years played battledore and 
shuttlecock with these Indians, 
them as a foil against Nicaragua’s securing 
possession of that section. For a great 


many years nearly all the revolutions that 
have been hatched in Nicaragua have seen 


light in Bluefields. The revolutionists 
have always been able to land munitions of 
war at this point, the Jamaicans and En- 
glishmen not caring who ruled in Nicar- 
agua so long as they were permitted to 
batten off of the wretched Mosquitos, mere 
puppets in their hands. I regret to state 


that the Jamaicans and Englishmen have |. 


not been alone in their plots against Nicar- 
agua, but that Americans have partici- 
pated as well. Hatch made himself very 
obnoxious last year when Zelaya undertook 
to assume control of the Mosquito country, 
and did everything to prevent Nicaraguan 
possession. 

Greytown is a free port of entry, no cus- 
tom duties being paid there to the Nica- 
raguan authorities. This is in conformity 
to the treaty of Managua made in 1860 be- 
tween Nicaragua and England. Nica- 
ragua’s custom-house for goods coming up 
the San Juan River and from the Atlantic 
Coast is at Castillo, about eighty miles 
from Greytown. Until last year the gov- 
ernment custom-house for goods coming 
into the interior from Bluefields was at 
Roma, a point sixty miles from the Atlan- 
tic coast, and on the Rama River at the 
limit of the Mosquito Reservation. Blue- 
fields and Greytown together have not a 
population greater than 1800, and neither 
possess any buildings of value or impor- 
tance. Bluefields commerce consists in the 
exportation of bananas, and Greytown is 
only important on account of the canal 
works. 

Nicaragua would be infinitely more dam- 
aged if England were to bombard Corinto 
and San Juan del Sur, her Pacific ports. 
At the entrance to Corinto Harbor is Car- 
don Island, which is fortified, but not suf- 
ficiently strong to prevent a modern man- 
of-war from capturing it. 

England's threat to bombard Nicaraguan 
ports recalls a similar incident concern- 
ing Germany when the latter sent a man- 
of-war to Corinto to enforce the payment 
of $30,000 as a salve to the wounded honor 
of a German Consul. Germany had much 
justice in her-demand, and in consequence 
secured the money. 

‘ The German Consul’s daughter married 
a native, but, finding the character of her 
husband’s treatment toward her cruel, left 
him and returned to her father’s roof. 
Her husband demanded her from his fath- 
er-in-law, but the father refused to give 
her up, whereupon the husband asked the 
aid of the Nicaraguan authorities, who 
granted him a squad of soldiers, with 
which he returned to the Consul’s home 
and, battering down the door, went in and 
took out his wife. For thus forcibly en- 
tering the German Consul’s home Ger- 
many sent a man-of-war and demanded 
the payment of $30,000, which was paid 


her. 

The United States is not the elder sis- 
ter of the Central and South American re- 
publics that she should be. Our foreign 
policy should be remodeled and we should 
get nearer to the republics of this conti- 
nent than we are now; it would be better 
for them, and it would be best in every 
sense for us. We will have aj) namby- 
pamby policy as long as Cleveland and 
Gresham dominate our affairs.

Wall Street and Silver. 


(Henry Clews’s Circular Wall street 
keeps a quick eye upon the prospects of 
the suggested international silver con- 
ference. It sees in the adoption of a 
world-wide policy of bimetallism the cer- 
tainty of a material ipcrease in the me- 
tallic money of the commercial nations, 
and assumes that, in such case, there 
would be a general rise in values and 
a consequent speculative boom of wide 
dimensions. At present, there is no real 
certainty about the calling of such a con- 
‘ference, but the probabilities seem to pre- 
ponderate largely in its favor. At such a 
gathering,“ one of the gravest points of 
discussion must be the adoption of a reduced 
valuation of silver. What ratio between 
the two metals would satisfy the conserva- 
tive Buropean nations it is not worth while 
to speculate upon; but no doubt they 
would insist upon a material departure 
from the present standard of 15% to 1. 
At this point it becomes a matter of much

Their principal reason is 
that they are well aware that Euro 
co-operation would be impossible without 
the adoption of a re-valuation of silver 
more or less approximating the reduced 
market value of silver bullion. That, say 
the miners, would make impossible the 
complete recovery in the price of silver; 
which is the supreme object they, as pro- 
ducers, have in view. They are con- 
cerned solely with the value of the out 
vut: and considerations affecting the qual- 
ity of money, which may appear impor- 
tant to many of their followers, have 
nothing to do with the solely industrial 
purpose which controls the mining im 
terest. They consequently insist upon a 
settlement that would enable them to get 
a dollar for 371.25 grains of silver, white 
other nations ght insist upon valuing 
the metal as po8sibly 450 to 500 grains to 
the dollar. Here comes out the utter 
selfishness of the silver miners in oppos- 
ing international free coinage. It is the 
old story of blind selfishness—sacrificing 
a good bargain by demanding a one-sided — 
contract. 


Some Big Counties. 

(Harper’s Young People:) Between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Atlantic there 
are a dozen counties that contain more 
than five thousand square miles. One of 
these is Aroostook, the northeastern county 
of Maine, which has an area of 6800 square 
miles, but little less than that of the 
whole of Wales, and forty-two times that 
of the republic of Andorra. Another is 
Dade county, Fla., in which are the Florida 
Everglades. This has an area of 5600 
square miles, which is about the same as 
that of Cherry county, Neb. In the State 
of Minnesota we find three counties, Bei- 
trami, ‘Itasca and St. Louis, each of which 
covers more than five thousand square 
miles. St. Louis county contains the city 
of Duluth, which has more than thirty-five 
thousand inhabi*<nts. In Idaho we have 
two counties, Idaho and Bingham, which 
cover an area of more than ten thousand 
square miles each. Pecos and El Paso 
counties in Texas contain 16,000 square 
miles. Arapahoe county, Colo, has 5250 
square miles, a part of Which is made up 
of the area covered by the city of Den- 
ver. Routt county covers 6000 square miles. 
In Oregon are six counties, in Washingtor 
three, in Nevada seven, and in California 
seven that have each more than five thou- 
sand square miles. The largest county in 
the United. States is San Bernardino, east 
of Los Angeles, Cal. It covers 21,000 


square miles, an area 5000 miles larger 
than that of New Jersey, Delaware, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island combined, or 
half the area of the State of New York.

JUDGE CLARK AWARDS THE CUS- 
|, TODY OF A CHILD TO ITS FATHER. 
In Department Two yesterday afternoon 
the matter of the application of Ernst 
Gatzke for a writ of habeas corpus direct- 
ing his mother-in-law, Mrs. Clara Dorothy 
Rheude, to produce the body of his two- 
year-old child, Clara, came up for hearing 


before Judge Clark. 

The petitioner, a tall and well built 
German about 35 years of age, was repre- 
sented by Messrs. Davis & Rush, while 
the respondent appeared with Louis 
Luckel, Esq., as her legal adviser. 

When the case was called Judge Clark 
at once inquired of Mr. Luckel upon what 
grounds his client declined to turn over 
the child to its legal custodian, its father. 
In reply the respondent’s counsel stated 
that the child’s grandmother kept it in 
accordance with the dying request of its 
mother, and also because it was believed 
that it would be better off where it was 
than with its father. 

Judge Clark speedily disposed of the 
first ground by stating that of course the 
reauest of its mother was immaterial, the 
father being the legal and natural custo- 
dian of the child, and intimated very 
broadly that the only ground upon which 
he would interfere with the father’s cus- 
tody would be that he was not a proper 
person to have it. 

In view of this intimation Mr. Davis 
admitted that the child had been in its 
grandmother's custody for almost a year; 
that its mother died on March 7 last, and 
that Getzke had not been allowed to con- 
tribute anything toward the support of 
either his wife or child since April 7 
last, when they went to live with Mrs. 
Rheude. 

It developed very early in the proceed- 
ings that there was a very bitter feeling 
on the part of the Rheude family against 
Getzke, and that the detention of his child 
was, to some extent at least, prompted 
by this feeling. The moving epirit in the 
matter was not so much the mother-in-

law, Mrs. Rheude, as her daughter, Fran- 
ces, a spineter of uncertain age, but pro- 
nounced views which she was not afraid 
to express. It developed from the testi- 
mony taken that when Getzke called to 
see his wife and child, his sister-in-law 
refused to allaw him ‘to enter the house 
and threatened to shoot him if he ever 
put his foot on the premises again. It 
was alleged that she also intercepted a

@ reconciliation, but this she denied. Even 
the pastor of the German Lutheran Church, 
whom Getzke induced to call upon hie wife 
with the view of bringing about a recon- 
ciation, was not permitted to speak to 
her alone, and his overtures were re-. 
pulsed with scorn by. Miss Rheude and 
mother. 

t was attempted, on the part of the 
Rheude family, to convince the court that 
Getzke was a drunken reprobate, but in 
this they sigmally failed, for the princi- 
pal witness against him in this respect, 
his former employer, E. C. Stoll, admitted 


that the only occasions on which he had 
known 


of Getzké’s carousals’ were when 
in his company. It was shown, how- 
ever, that he frequently drank too much 
beer while in Stoll’s employ at the bot- 
works.

and sister, who lived at Orange, were 
willing to take care of it, Judge Clark 
ordered that the er turn it over 
father, who left the courtroom jubi- 
THB POLICY VOID. 

Judge Lucien Shaw rendered his de- 
cision yesterday morning in the case of 
Alice A. Hardy vs. the Bankers’ Alliance, 
which was recently submitted to him upon 
demurrer, ordering that said demurrer be 
sustained for the reasons given in the fol- 
lowing brief opinion: 

In the consideration of the demurrer to 
the complaint the court must assume that 
the note given by the insured to the de- 
fendant was negotiable. The policy pro- 
vides that the insured would contribute to 
the reserve fund a certain sum, ‘either or 
a negotiable note.’ The note referred to 
was given in pursuance of this provision 
of the policy. 

“I am of the opinion that this note 
constituted ‘an indebtedness due this as- 
sociation under the policy,’ within the 
meaning of the third condition of the pol- 
icy, the non-payment of which, at the 
time it became due, rendered the policy 
void, as therein provided. If the note was 
different in any material respect from the 
note authorized ,to be given and accepted 
by the policy, it might be contended with 
muoh force that it was not an indebted- 
ness ‘under the policy.” But no such de- 
parture from the terms of the policy ap- 
pears or is claimed to exist. 
his being the turning question of the 
case, and it being deemed to be suscepti- 
ble of no other solution than that which 
is fatal to the validity of the policy on 
which the complaint is founded, it fol- 
lows that the demurrer to the complaint 
must be sustained.“

Old Board Retires in Favor 
of the New. 


Reports Were Presented Showing the 
Condition of the Accounts 
and Stock.

adjourned meeting of the outgoing 
ee 5 directors of the Public Library 
was held at 3:30 p.m. yesterday to meet 
the incoming board. There were present 
Directors Howard, Borden and President 
Dobinson.. fed 

The clerk presented a complete inven- 
tory of the contents of the library, which 
was ordered filed. | 

A report was presented from E. E. Bost- 
wick, expert accountant, in reference to 
an examination mads by him of the books 
of the Public Library, in which he said: 

“The books present the neatest and 
most business like appearance of any 
books. kept in a public office that I have 
examined in a long time. A balance sheet 
has been drawn off regularly every month, 
and the balance March 1 is correct. Since 
May 31, 1893, it has been customary to 
make out a demand in the name of Tessa 
I. Kelso for numerous incidental expendi- 
tures for the library, and also to pay 
numerous bills of Eastern publishers. I 
have examined these vouchers up to date 
and find they all agree with the demands. 
The demands made out to Miss Kelso, 
outside of the regular salary demands, 
are as follows: Incidental expenses from 
May 1, 1893 to March 1, 1895, twenty-two 
demands amounting to $1276.60; book bills 
from May 1, 1893, to March 1, 1895, nine- 
teen demands, amqunting to $10,612.85.” 

Mr. Howard presented a resolution that 
the board signifies to Miss Estelle Haines, 
its book-keeper, its appreciation of the 
highly-efficient manner in which ehe has 
discharged her duties. And, furthermore, 

the board tenders to all its present sta 

of employees its sense of satisfaction for 
the zeal and efficiency of all of the em- 
ployees in their respective positions. The. 
resolution was adopted. 

RETIRING PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The retiring president, G. A. Dobinson, 
made an address, in which he said that, as 
president of the retiring board of directors 
of this library, whose term, of office has 
expired, he took pleasure in formally sur- 
rendering to the new board, now present, 

the property of the library, the title to 
which vests in the board and its succes- 
sors in office. 

“The occasion is one of rather more 
than ordinary interest, especially to those 
whose time has for some years been de- 
voted to the building up of the institution 
which has become such a source of pride 
to Southern California, and, I might add, 
to the whole State,” said he. “Six years 


ago, I and my present colleague, Mr. HowWw- 


ard, were asked by Mayor Hazard to form 
part of the board, which, under the char- 
ter then just going into effect, was to 
conduct the Public Library. t that time 
the library consisted of about five thousand 
volumes, including a quantity of public 
documents and a dilapidated assortment 


$10 000 the first year on books atone 
the amount of labor involved in that and 
succeeding years, in endeavoring to make 
the funds go as far as possible, may be 
imagined, but cannot be described. e 
Book Committee and the librarian were 
first supposed to be omniscient in the do- 
main of literature, and then to be all-pow- 
erful in their ability to procure with the 
limited funds at their disposal a fair se- 
jection in each department of circulating 
works, besides a collection of books of 
reference for the use of students. Prac- 
tically the library, as it stands today, 
with over forty-two thousand volumes, not 
counting some thousands worn out and 
discarded, is the of a laborious 
eelection made by the Book Committee 
and the librarian, and naturally involving 
the expenditure of a large amount of time 
and the use of some knowledge of books. 

here are now about nineteen thousand 
actiwe members of this library, and the 
circulation of books last year amounted 
to nearly half a million. These figures 
show a wonderful growth from the small 
beginnings of six years ago, and the 
growth is still going on at a rate that may 
well cause anxiety for the future, unless 
somethi be soon done to prepare for 
the emergency. Indeed, the problem which 
confronts you, gentlemen, who for the com- 
ing two years will have charge of the 
Ifbrary interests, is to provide for sat- 
isfying an ever-increasing demand on the 
part of the public, when the resources 
and accommodations at your command are 
already taxed to their utmost limit.” Some 
easy talk has been made on the outside 
about the necessity for cutting down the 
expenses of this library, but, in the first 
place, you will find that, compared with 
the enormous sums spent on the other de- 
partments of the municipal government, 
the appropriation for library pur- 
poses is insignificant. In 1893 this city 
expended for general purposes 31,189, 
525.10, of which $18,661.70 was devoted to 
the library. In 1894 the city disbursements 
were $1,098,353.47, of which $20,139.67 was 
spent upon the Abrary. Out of these 
amounts 80 appropriated for Ubrary use 
you will find that the present board ex- 
pended for salaries and running expenses 
in 1893 the sum of $14,675.49, which was 
reduced in 1894 to $14,095.67, an amount 
lower, in my judgment, than it ever can be 
agai if the interests of the public be 
duly considered. The margin available 
for the purchase of books and other per- 
manent additions to the library is neces- 
sarily small, as the charter limits the ap- 
propriation for the library to 5 cents on 
$100 of the tax levy. But even this amount 
has never yet been given, each succeeding 
Council appearing to consider it a wise 
economy to cripple the book-buying powers 
of the board. As a consequence the stock 
of books on hand has been very hardly 
treated by the public, involving an extra 
expenditure for binding, which could have 
deen otherwise avoided.

ment of the public service has greater 
economy been practiced than in our H- 
brary. One thing is always overlooked by 
outsiders who undertake to make critic- 
isms upon expenditures, and that is that 
the Ubrary is kept open twelve and one- 
half hours every week day, which involves 
the payment of something over one and 
one-half days’ wages for every working 
Gay of eight hours. Expenses might be 
cut down by closing the Mbrary evenings, 
but no board has yet had the courage to

the fitness and ability of the applicant 
for library work. To de rid of this un- 
just annoyance and to do justice to the 
trust committed to its charge, the board 
instituted a system of examinations, and 
later, a library training class, the pupils 
m which were required to give six months 
time gratitously to the library in the prose- 
cution of their studies, and if successful 
in passing the final examination they were 
promised appointments in case of vacancies 
occurring—the understanding being’ that 
such certificated pupils should have the 
prior right to employment. Under this 
system eighty-nine candidates have ap- 
peared at the entrance examinations, thirty- 
seven have been accepted, and twenty-four 
have been successful in obtaining certifi- 
cates; fifteen of these are now employed 
on the library staff. One graduate of our 
training class is now in charge of the 
Redlands public library, and has received 
the warmest praise for her successful man- 


agement. . . 

‘“‘The Los Angeles Public Library stands 
today as an acknowledged important fac- 
tor in our educational system. It has 
grown to be regarded as an indispensa- 
ble adjunct to the public schools, and 
through the ‘hearty co-operation of the 
teachers it has achieved splendid results 
in assisting their every-day work. This 
influence needs to be watched and cher- 
ished so that it may continue to be help- 
ful. The library has also been the foster 
mother of many of tlie literary societies 
and associations that have been formed 
here for study and improvement, and in 
the intelligent direction it has been able 
to give to students of a large growth ; it 
has earned their warmest. recognition. 

THE NEW BOARD ORGANIZED. 

The retiring board having withdrawn 
the new board met, and, after disposing 
of some preliminaries elected as its presi- 
dent Maj.

THE ITALIAN COLONY. 


BODES A DISRUTPION. 


A Recent Election and How it Was 
7Worked”—The Different Sto- 
ries as Given by Both 
Sides. 


In L’Eco Della Colonia, the Italian news- 
paper of this city, of March 22, Signor Ugo 
Paladini, the editor, publishes an address 
Po My American Colleagues,’ in which 
he explains in clear and strong language 
the dispute in reference to an election that 
took place on the previous Sunday in 
the Sal Della Beneficenza on Buena Vista 
street. The occasion for printing this 
address is the fact, as stated to The Times, 
that erroneous reports of that election 
have appeared in certain American ews- 
papers of this city. Signor Paladini states 
‘that he does not -believe any reporters 
from the American newspapers were pres- 
ent; hence the erroneous reports published, 
which he believes were carried to the 
offices of the American ewspapers by some 
one whose motive was to misrepresent the 
facts in regard to that election, and he 
concludes for that reason that the newspa- 
pers were deceived. He recites the cir- 
cumstances which led to the election, 
which was held for the purpose of nominat- 
ing a committee to whose care should be 
entrusted the welfare of his countrymen 
in this city, and also to take the prelim- 
inary steps to organize a picnic for the 
first Sunday in June, the proceeds of which 
are to go to the relief of the poor. He 
approved the object and supported it in his 
paper, urging his countrymen to give a 
proof of their generosity. He, however, 
found himself forced to the conclusion 
that the words beneflcence“ and char- 
ity’’ were simply a mask under which 
were hidden the devouring flames of per- 
sonal ambition.“ He maintains that the 
facts as developed at the meeting amply 
bear out his statement. He says the 
meeting was not enthusiastic, as was er- 
roneously given out, but was in fact a 
threatenenig one, excitement running 
high. Frauds were detected in the polling, 
and unworthy expedients were brought to 
bear on the minority to carry the elec- 
tion. He says that strangers cast votes, 
which, in many cases; were duplicates; 
in fact, that the ballot-boxes were stuffed 
with tissue ballots. These statements 
are also made in a report by two of the 
judges who inspected the returns of the 
election. Signor Paladini publishes the 
reports of the judges, and states that they 
can be fully verified. Many Italians 
whose names were published in the elec- 
tion list have repudiated the use of their 
mames. Among these are: Messrs. Se- 
condo Guasti, Ferdinado Bessolo and G. 
Maggetti, who have tendered their resig- 
nations as members of the Italion Colony, 
in a dignified letter, which is also pub- 
lished. More than this, 300 Italians have 
signed their names to a protest against 
the manner in which the election was 
conducted, and this protest is also pub- 
lished in Signor Paladini’s journal. 

The editor closes his address by stat- 
ing that he leaves it to his American 
colleagues to judge in the matter fairly, 
believing that their sense of right and 
their acutenes will show them the truth 
of the matter and result in vindicating 
him in his statement. The editor also pub- 
lishes a complete statement of the matter, 
in Italian, in the same issue. 

The whole trouble arose out of a dispute 
betyen two factions of the Italion colony; 
and the Protestants, for whom Senor Pala- 
dini speaks, maintains that the faction 
which resorted to the objectionable prac- 
tices described, did so for the purpose of 
carrying the election illegally for their 
side, and that they rejected a reasonable 
proposition to postpone the election until 
such time as a fair ballot could be se- 
cured. Instead of doing this, however, 
they manipulated affairs in such a way 
as to admit of the fraudulent ballots, 
which included many persons of other na- 
tionalities, and who had no right to vote 
in the Italian colony. 

This statement of the case is made in 
The Times at request of certain Italian 
citizens supporting Signor Paladini. 

; THE OTHER SIDE. 

As is evident, all, is not serene in the 
Italian colony in Los Angeles. There has 
been more or les friction between some 
of its members ever since the great Co- 
lumbian celebration in October, 1892, which 
ended so disastrously through an explosion 
of fireworks, killing several people and 
maiming a number of others. Damage 
suits are still pending against the commit- 
tee having the celebration in charge, on 
account of that catastrophe. 

The present contention seems to be over 
the position of leadership of the colony. 
There appears to be two factions, one 
headed by Signor G. 8. Castruccio, a Main- 
street grocer, the other by Signor A. Vig- 
nola, a wine-dealer on Second street. Both 
are prominent in the business community 
and have hosts of friends, not only among 
their own countrymen, but among all 
classes of the population. 

On the 11th inst. Signor Castruccio, who 
is always foil emost in all public functions 
in which the colony is interested, secured 
the signatures of about thirty leading 
Italian citizens to a call for a mass-meet- 
ing of Italians on the 17th, at which it was 
proposed to organize the purpose of 


its present cosmopolitan character. While

celebrating the anniversary of the adop- 
tion of the Italan constitution, on the first 
Sunday in June next, the proceeds of the 
picnic to be held to be devoted to the aid 
of Italian citizens in distress. 

According to a report, printed in a San 
Francisco Italian paper, read and trans- 
lated for the reporter’ by Signor Castruc- 
cio, about 500 Italians were presem at the 
meeting. Rivalry for the office of president 
was spirited. Twotickets were in the fie, 
one headed by Signor Castruccio, the other 
by Signor Vignolo. Signor Paldini, the 
edftor of L' Deo Della Colonia, a local 
Italian newepaper, was present and elo- 
quently championed the cause of Signor 
Vignolo, who, he said, because of his 
white hairs and patriarchal position in the 
colony, should be honored with the office 
of president. Signor Vignolo’s aged mother 
just having recently died, he was unable 
to attend the meeting in person. His friends 
therefore attempted to postpone the elec- 
tion. A motion to this effect, however, 
was defeated and the election was pro- 
ceeded with, resulting tm a victory for 
Signor Castruccio by a large majority. 

Charges of fraud were made by the oppo- 
sition, and Editor Paladini in the last issue 
of his paper poured bot shot into Castruc- 
cio and his party for the methods pursued 
by them at the election. 

Signor Castruccio being questioned about 
the matter by a reporter of The Times, 
stated that Signor Paladini, who is a com- 
parative newcomer here, started in to 
down him almost as soon as he struck the 
city. He championed the cause of Signor 
Vignolo in order to further his own in- 
terests, and finding that he could not run 
the colony ‘to suit himself, he raised the 
cry of fraud. As a matter of fact, said 
Signor Castruccio, whatever fraud was 
committed at the election was by the Pala- 
dini faction. Throwing out fourteen votes 
for him (Castruccio) that were alleged to 
be fraudulent, be still had a clear ma- 
jority of forty-five. 

Signor Castruccio is going right ahead 
with the preparations for the celebration. 
He has secured the pleasure grounds at 
Sycamore Grove for the first Sunday in 
June, and says the factional differences 
now existing will not prevent the Ttalians 
from celebrating their national ‘holiday in 
a becoming manner. 

Signor Vignolo was confined to his home 
yesterday by illness and could not be 
seen by ‘the reporter.

Lively Meeting of the Board 
of Education. 


Gymnastics and Oratory Expended 
Over the Appointment of a 
Census Marshal. 


Report of the Superintendent—Some 
Recommendations Made—A Fi- 
nancial Showing—Rou- 

tine Business. 


—ü— 


There was a wordy war at the meeting 
of the Board of Education last evening 
that beat the lastest mode of conducting 
a prize-fight. Fierce and long the battle 
raged. Motions, amendments, resolutions, 
contradictions, flew like hail. The board 
jumped up and down and raged; the presi- 
dent tore his hair distractedly under the 
mental pressure of being obNged to con- 
sider about sixteen motions, with their 
various amendments, at once; the audience 
alternately roared with laughter at the ex- 
traordinary antics of this dignified body, 
and relapsed into smothered yawns when 
the proceedings showed every indication 
of lasting until the Day of Judgment. 

A committee of boys from the High 
School was present and drank in much use- 
ful knowledge concerning the idea of par- 
namentary proceedings held by these el- 
ders, and various claimants and complain- 
ants added their quota to the general tow- 
row. 

President Hale called the meeting to or- 
der at the usual time, and quiet reigned 
— the minutes of the last meeting were 
read. 

Then the fun began. Applications by A. 
B. Whitney and D. Jones for the position 
of school census marshal were read; Mr. 
Garland submitted the name of J. W. 
Myers, the present marshal, as a candi- 
date for the position; Mr. Grubb jumped 


up and tried to move something else, but 


was promptly squashed for the first and 
only time during the session by the an- 
mouncement that the election would be 
made by impartial ballot. 

He bobbed up serenely, however, with 
the proposition that C. B. Dandy, secretary 
of the Board of Education, be appointed 
census marshal, as he offered to do the 
work without extra pay. and that meant 
saving from $100 to $200 at a time when 
money was a great consideration. 

Mr. Garland then came into the arena 
with a large and well-developed objection 
on the score of false economy, and that the 
secretary, being already overworked, had 
no time for the duties of census marshal. 
J. W. Myers was efficient and satisfactory, 
and ought to be appointed. 

A little sparring in the way of indistin- 
guishable motions and counter-motitons de- 
tween Mr. Garland and Mr. Simonton, re- 


sulted in Mr. Simonton coming up to the 


surface with the name of A. B. Whitney 


flourishing as a banner, although he saw 
no impropriety in the secretary assuming 


also the office of census marshal. 
The marshal had constantly to confer 


“with the secretary, and last year the latter 


had rounded up over 1500 chudren who 


would otherwise have been left out of the 
‘count. 


Mr. Fulton then rose to the occasion 
with a long dissertation upon. social prob- 
tems, and the evil of establishing a wrong 
precedent in the matter of permitting one 
man to do two men’s work. and showed a. 
tender coneideration lest Mr. Dandy should 
hurt himself by overwork that was beau- 
tifu) to behold. 

Seperinten!ent Foshay edged in 
a word at this jun@ture, and tried to pour 
oil upon the troubled waters about the 
Matter of the work having been done in 
the secretary’s office, but without avail; 
for Mr. Garland and Mr. Somonton indulged 
in a few more compliments, and Mr. Myers 
himself plunged headlong into the bat- 
tle, and, leaning over the railing which 
surrounds the sacred precincts, proceeded 
‘to give the unfortunate Mr. Dandy par- 
‘ticular fits for having given away” the 
fact that, in last year’s nose-counting, he 
had missed 1654 of the rising gcnera- 
tion of Angelenos... . 

Dr. Wills, Mr. Pitman, Mr. Grubb and 
‘Mr. Garland then divided the honors in a 
general free fight about how to vote and 
for whom, while the others skirmisbed in 
and out ad lib. Finally. votes were taken, 
aud resulted in 6 for Dandy and 3 for 
Mvers. 

There was a little interlude on the sub- 
fect as to whether or not this vote was 
formal: and proper, and then both, or 
rather al! sides, rushed into action and had 
a royal good time over the appointment of 
an assistant nt $3 per day. 

Everybody pranced into the arena with 
a Mirge- sized figurative chip on his shoulder, 
and everybody else promptly knocked off 
that chip. 

The president tried to stem the tide 
of recriminations, but his efforts were un- 
availing. 

Mr. Kennedy moved to stop the row and 
get the next business before the board, 
but was drowned out in a flood of words. 
At last. when everybody was breathless, 
the motion was permitted to come before 
the house, and was carried, an assistant 
being allowed to the marshal. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

The superintendent then submitted the 
following report: 

“The following week has brought the 
mecessity of immediate preliminary action 
with reference to the preparation: of chil- 
dren volunteering for the fiesta parade. 
The following instructions have been is- 
sued from the office: . 

“First—-No children below third grade 
can volunteer. 

“Second—Participation in drill and pa- 
rade must be entirely voluntary upon the 
part of pupils and teachers. 

“Third—The fifteen minutes devoted to 
morning recess and the fifteen minutes 
usually given to calisthenics may be used 
to furnish twenty-five minutes of drill 
time, from 10:15 to 10:40. No time must

“Fourth--Such drill is to be limited to 
twice per week. 

“Fifth—Pupils not participating in the 
Grill must not be interrupted in other 
work. 

“The schoo] committee of which the Su- 
Perintendent is a member is insisting that 
the march must be less in length than 
fast year; that teachers be excused from 
Marching in the sreets, and that every 


possible precaution be taken for the con- 
venience of all participating. It is de- 


} 33 that these instructions carry out 


entire spirit of the board resolution 
governing the preparations for the parade, 
In one or two particulars the exact man- 
mer of application has been varied. which 
been forced upon the department by 
®mergencies demanding immediate action. 
“As far as the pupils volunteer for par- 
ticipation in the parade, the department 
is preparing to take care of their interesis 
ima way that will creditably represent the 
Schoole in the coming fiesta. To this re- 
Port of action, I beg, also, to say that 
st is the opinion of all in charge of the 
work that the giving of Friday, April 12. 
ms a holiday, is unnecessary. I. chere- 
fore, recommend that school continue on 
at day as usual, but that the Superin-

“I also recommend that the Superintend- 
ent be given discretionary power to meet 
emergencies by special provisicns not con- 
Micting with the spirit of the instructions 
was aproved, and followed 
Becond division. 
“As Superintendent of Schools, attempt- 
0 give your city a system of schools 
keeping with the progressive spirit of 
„I find myself comronted by sey- 


eral conditions unfavorable to the execu- 
tion of the policy for the administration 
of which I was called to this city. I beg 
to ask from you, and through you from the 
community represented, an early expres- 
sion covering the following particulars: 
1. On assuming charge of these schools 
I found the community at a dead-lock on 
the question of furnishing adequate buiid- 
ing accommodations, accumulations of dif- 
ficulties, through several years of time, 


resulting in several thousand children be- 


ing denied faciiities for a common school 
education. At this date there has been 
action, but little nearer relief than last 
September. Several months of valuable 
time have been lost; and there is abso- 
lutely no prospect of new buildings being 
ready for occupancy on the opening of the 
next school year. 

2. Our finances are in a deplorable con- 
dition, there being a demand for ready 


money at certain times of the year of at 


least $75,000 more than available. The open- 
ing of additional buildings, contemplated, 
will increase this demand to $100,000. This 
condition of affairs in a wealthy city like 
Los Angeles is perfectly inexcusable. 

“3. The superintendent was called to 
this city for the express purpose of intro- 
ducing industrial education in these 
schools. Up to this time there has been 
no opportunity whatever for even a con- 
sideration of the question. 

“4.The super:ntendent has already called 
attention in Manual One, to the better 


recognition of the superintendent in the. 


nomination of teachers. The question fre- 
quently arises, what is the authority of the 
superintendent over the teachers of the 
city? In attmpting to do any original 
work or to put in operation any movement 
for the improvement of the schools, it is 
absolutely necessary the superintemlent 
should be the recognized head of his 
schools, 

“I do not ask for a hasty reply to these 
questions for ‘they demand calm delibera- 
tive consideration. But as the person 
charged with the responsibilitiy of these 
schools, I do demand of: this community 
some expression at an early date as to 
what help the superintendent is to have 
from this community in the building of 
a school system in keeping with the pro- 
gressive spirit of the age. 

The time is now near at hand when there 
must be a satisfactory expression as to 
what can be done by this community.“ 

The second division was received and 
placed on file. 

TO INVESTIGATE THE SYSTEM. 

Mr. Pitman then moved the adoption of 
the following rerolution: 

‘“‘Whereas, there has recently been intro- 
duced into the schools of this city by the 
superintendent, P. W. -Search, what is 
known as the individual method, as laid 
down in manual No. 3, that it is a system 
entirely new to this city; and, whereas 
there is much criticism upon the same by 
the patrons, teachers and scholars, that the 
present Board of Education does not know 
anything about the matter, nor its intro- 
duction into our schools, and in order that 
the matter may properly come before the 
board, and that it may be thoroughly in- 
vestigated in all its detail, plan, scope 
and results, be it 

“Resolved, That a special committee of 
three be appointed to investigate the 
method, manner of teaching and the re- 
sults of this new pb, and report the 
same with recommendaticn at some future 
meeting of this board.“ | 

Mr. Search ironically congratulated the 
board upon having satisfactorily disposed 
of the school-closing and other important 
quéstions and come to this one; but, after 
much argument, the motion to lay the res- 
olution on the table was defeated and it 
was carried. 

FINANCE REPORT.

To defray the above monthly expenses, 
there are three funds from which to draw. 
First, the State fund, all of which must 
be expended in payment of primary and 
grammar grade teachers’ salaries; second, 
the county fund, which must be expended 
in the payment of primary and grammar 
grade teachers and such inciden- 
tal expenses as are connected there- 
with, as books, stationnary, janitors, etc.; 
third, the city fund, which may be ex- 
pended to defray expenses of High School, 
kindergarten, repairs, assessments, etc., in 
fact for any legitimate expense. In order 
to husband the city school fund as much 
as possible we have made the following 
segration of expenses, to be paid from the 
State and county funds monthly, $19,860; 
must be paid from the city fund monthly, 
$6620; expense for March, April and May, 
State and county funds, $59,580; expense 
for March, April and May, city, $19,860; 
balance in State and county fund June 
30, 1895, $41,661.74; deficit in city fund, 
$41,264.74; expense of taking census (may 
be from county fund) leaving about $41,- 
000. From July 1 to December 31, 1895, 
there must be of the fall term three 
months’ schooling, and the first money to 
be received in State and county fund will 
be from the county in December, and 
probably about $50,000; amount on hand 
June 30, 1895, $41,661.74; total State and 
county to December 31, $91,661.74; expense 
of three months’ school as now, although 
it may be greatly increased, $59,580; bal- 
ance in State and county fund December 
31. $32,081.74. 

In the city school fund there may be 
several small apportionments from July 1 
to December 31, and one to November of 
considerable amount. Altogether We esti- 
mate expense for this fund for three 
months as now, although it may be greatly 
increased, at $19,860; present deficit June 
30. 1895, $41,264.74; liabilities to Decem- 
ber. 31, 1895, city fund, $61,124.74; leav- 
ing city fund in debt December 31, 1895, 
$11,120.74. 

If new rooms are furnished for fall term 
and more classes organized the expense to 
all these funds will be increased propor- 
tionately. 

Note.—The High School and kindergar- 
ten school are not. in fact. a part ot the 
common school system, and in the appor- 
tionment of moneys are not provided for. 
The State school law says we shall have 
at least eight months’ school of primary 
and grammar grades. It also says we 
may have other schools, but makes no 
provision for paying expenses. These 
schools, the High School and kindergar- 
tens belong to the city, and, the city 
should furnish the funds to pay these 
expenses. If the City Council can give 
the city school fund the maximum, allow- 
ing 20 cents on the $100, with an extra 
amount taken from the county fund as 


per late decision, and some provision made 
to liquidats the present indebtedness, every 
precaution taken against extravagance in 
every department, we believe all the 
schools be maintained nine months 
— N year on the revenues of that 

Mr. Search concurred in the statement 
of the Finance Committee and declared 
that the schools must be placed in such 
a condition that there will. be adequate 
funds to meet all necessities in cash, so 
that teachers should not be obliged to 
go upon the street and market their de- 
mands. The report was then received 
and placed on file 

Bills to the amotint of $434.60 were ap- 
proved, and then Mr. Pitman's resolution 
as to the closing of the schols was opened 
up again, only to be ‘once more laid on 
the shelf for another fortnight. He was 
not discouraged, however, but popped in 
this resolution. 

Resolved, that no bill for supplies or 
work or material of any kind, character 
or description be allowed until there is a 
requisition properly signed by the commit- 
tee or chairman of the committee to which 
the matter properly belongs.“ 

The resolution was carried. 

The Committee on Visiting and Janitors 
reported as follows: 

“Your Committee on Visiting and Jani- 
tors report recommending that Mrs. Mary 
Edwards be apointed janitress of Hewett- 
street school and that Mrs. May Bell be 
appointed janitress of Seventh-street 
school, both to take effect April 1 next, 
and that the janitors now there be dis- 
continued. We would further recommend 
that the office of assistant janitor of the 
High School be abolishéd and that the 
incumbent be discontinued as an em- 
ployee of the department. This pro- 
voked another big row, to which the com- 
batants came up as fresh as paint, and 
as briskly as though all the previous pro- 
ceedings had been characterized by a per- 
fect harmony. After much recrimination 
and argument, the matter was really ended, 
tne head of the assistant jan.tor was farth- 
with lopped off. 

Ur. — was minded to treat the 
engineer at the High School in the same 
summary fashion, but the engineer ap- 
peared and pleaded his own cause 80 elo- 
quently that the matter was finally re- 
ferred to the Committee on Building and 
repairs. Everybody was yawning desper- 
ately by this time, but the end was not yet. 

Mr. Young appeared as representative 
of the students of the High School, and 
pleaded fervently for a longer term. 
After a good many suggestions and criti- 
cisms President Hale assured: him that 
the board would do all in its power for the 
students. 

Superintendent Search then announced 
that the State teachers’ convention would 
meet in this city this next week, and sug- 
restedt hat a holiday be granted on Friday 
for the benefit of the teachers. : 
The committee of three upon investiga 
tion of the school system was then an- 
nounced: . Messrs. Kennedy, Pitman and 
Simonton. 


For Selling Beer to Boys. 

The trial of D. J. Lewis, charged with 
selling liquor to minors, began in Justice 
Owens’s court yesterday. Several of the 
Westminster bell boys testified that they 
bought beer of Lewis which they drank at 
the bar. and were often furnished liquor 
which they carried to guests at the hotel. 
Lewis and his partner, Reece, admitted 
that they sold liquor to the boys for 
guests of the hotel, but not for them- 
selves. They also swore that the boys 
represented they were from 18 to 21 years 
old. According to the boys’ own testi- 
mony’ their ages range from 14 to 16. One 
of the boys, Charles Anderson, on whose 
testimony the defense depended, was ab- 
sent. A continuance was granted till the 
29th, so the boy could be brought into 
court. 


The „Blazing Stump”? not a Dive. 

In the Santa Monica letter printed in 
this paper last Friday was a paragraph re- 
lating to the matter of saloons near the 
Soldiers’ Home, and in it the “Blazing 
Stump“ saloon was referred to as a dive.“ 
Michael Luy, proprietor of the Blazing 
Stump.“ was in the city yesterday and 
called at the Times office to protest 
against his place being called a dive,“ 
which, he declares, it is not. He claims 
that in the granting of a saloon permit 
to him the Board of Supervisors should 
take into consideration that he donated 
to the county some considerable portion 
of his land for public use, and that he 
keeps an orderly place. 


A Wise Mule. 

(Rondout, N. Y., Correspondence New 
York Times:) Although mules are slow 
to act, it is said they scent danger as 
quickly as do horses and in instances are 
as cautious as shrewd elephants. John 
Smith of Rondout is the owner of a small 
mule that knows every inch of the tow- 
path of the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
from Eddyville, N. Y., to Honesdale, Pa. 
Several years ago the mule was thrown 
into the canal by the line with which it 
was pulling its master’s boat becoming 
snarled with the line of another boat go- 
ing in an opposite direction. The aaimal 
came near being drowned, but its inherent 
subbornness probably saved it from such 
a fate. Since that time the mule has 
saved itself many times from being im- 
mersed in the waters of the canal Ly its 
sagacity and by keeping a level head be- 
neath its long ears. During the working 
season whenever a boat passes by and the 
mule feels a sudden jerking as the tow- 
lines cross each other, it reasons that 
something is wrong, and, turning round 
with its mate, it walks in an opposite ¢ci- 
rection from that in which it was going 
until the lines are clear of cach other 
and all danger is past. 

Canalers call the mule Little Solomon“ 
on account of its being so wise. A u- 
liar trait of this mule is that it will 
stretch every inch of its skin to kick a 
man, but it wil not lift its feet to kick 
a child.

Steam Boiler Inspections. 

LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) March 23, 1895.— 
(To, the Editor of The Times.) The Mayor 
has certaiely shown very poor judgment 
in vetoing the bill which recently passed 
the Council, exempting boilers under the 
care of the boiler insurance companies 
from city inspection. 

Experience in other cities has proven 
that city boiler inspection is, as a rute, 
the merest farce, and there is no reason 
to expect. that it will be any different 
in Los Angeles. But, granting that it is 
possible to maintain efficient . inspection 
here, why should steam plant owners, who 
are paying large sums for boiler insur- 
ance and inspection, be compelled to pay 
an additional tax to the city for something 
from which they can derive no benefit 
whatever? 

I know from experience that the insur- 
ance inspectors are most careful and effi- 
cient. They are made by practical, long- 


experienced men in the employ of reliable | 
companies, whose money and reputation | 


are at stake. In fact, these companies 
could not afford to do otherwise than em- 
ploy the most efficient men obtainable. 
Consequently; it dees not require a great 
amount of cerebral capacity ta see how 
much more vaiuable the insurance inspec- 
tions are than those of the ordinary city 
employee who generally holds his job 
through a pull.“ J. G. X.

Experts Report to the Receiver that 
the Greenhut Management’s Ac- 
counts Were Juggled—A 
Huge Steal.

CHICAGO, March 25.—A sensational re- 
port. was submitted to Receiver McNulta, 
of the Whisky Trust, today, by experts 
who for a month have been examining the 
books of the Greenhut management. 
Charges of juggling accounts, doctoring“ 
books and similar work are made, and the 
report asserts that the former directors 
and officers, by disposing of stock to them- 
ret have left a discrepancy of $1,924,- 

The report states that 34,984 shares were 
sold by officers and directors to themselves 
at 45 cents on the dollar, and consequently 
almost $2,000,000 is due from them to the 
stockholders of the Disti ling and Cattle- 
feeding Company. Receiver MeNulta has 
called a conference of interested parties 
to consider the matter. There is little 
doubt that the experts’ report will result 
in a hot fight between the present manage- 
ment and the Greenhut people.

‘The Lisk-Nettleton Wedding—Rev.

PASADENA, March 25.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The most important matter 
of discussion before the City Council to- 
day was the subject of franchises in gen- 
eral, and the electriic light franchise in 
particular. After the granting of the 
franchise to Mr. Groenendyke at the last 
meeting of the Council, Charles Glass in- 
troduced a petition for a franchise, and re- 
quested the Council to advertise for bids 
for the same. This was held over for con- 
sideration umtil today, and in bringing the 
matter up for discussion, Trustee Weed 
declared that while it was the sense of 
the . -ancil to encourage competition, there 


2 were many arguments against encumbering 


the streets with poles and wires, and 
granting to three competing companies 
would naturally result in the setringing 
of three separate sets of wires over three 


separate sets of poles. He said he had | by 


yeen informed that before the year is over, 
there will be a petition for a franchise for 
Vighting Pasadena with electricity, gene- 
rated from water, which would do away 
entirely with the erection of a power- 
house, and the company thus organized 
would be thus enabled to furnish to the 
city lighting et a much cheaper rate than 
any of the existing companies could pos- 

s brought up the subject of fran- 
chises in general, and it was decided that 
those to whom franchises were granted 
should show more respect to the power 
granting them the rights and privileges 
under which they existed as corporations. 
The .electrtc railway was instanced, and 
President Cox declared that it would be 
proper to introduce into the next session 
of the Council resolutions inquiring into 
certain matters in which its charter had 
been violated. He stated that it was pro- 
vided that cars should be run both on Ray- 
mond and Fair Oaks avenues, simultane- 
ously, every alternate car to be on Fair 
Oaks, and that the taking of a single car 
around a loop, at lofig intervals, was not 
carrying out the provisions of the ordi- 
mance under which the franchise was 
granted. Other members of the Council 
spoke upon the leniency which the Council 
had shown to the railway company, in ex- 
tending the time for the completion of the 
road, and the running of their cars upon 
schedule, and it was broadly intimated 
that the patience of the Council was al- 
most exhausted. It was the sense of the 
Council that Pasadena wanted the most 
scientific and the latest improved methods 


with that view. It was moved by 

r. Washburn that bids for the fran- 
chise, as proposed by Mr. Glass, should be 
advertised for. 

The protest of the property-owners on 
Garfield avenue was received by the Coun- 
cil, and it was decided to take up thelr ap- 
peal from the assessment on street work 
Monday, April 1, and Tuesday morning at 
9 o’clock to go in a body and personally ex- 
amine the work in question, and satisfy 
themselves concerning the manner in 
which the contractors had performed it. 
The widening of Raymond avenue, from 
Chestnut street northward to the city um- 
its, and its curbing and guttering was de- 
cided on, and all former resolutions con- 
cerning those limprovements rescinded, 
while the new resolution of intention was 
introduced. Resolutions. of intention af- 
fecting Fair Oaks avenue, Cypress, De 
Lacey and Congress streets, were also in- 
troduced, and the ordinance granting the 
franchise to G. Groenendyke was read for 
the first time adopted. 

A communication regarding storm-water 
on Orange Grove avenue, was referred to 
Trustee Washburn with power to act, as 
was also a petition from G. B. Hall, in re- 
lation to the erection of a corrugated iron 
shed. A similar petition from G. E. Linds- 
ley, for the privilege of erecting a corru- 


gated iron building, brick-veneered, was 


granted. A petition from the school trus- 
tees for the grading of Walnut street, was 
received. A resolution of intention, based 
on an ordinance adopted two years ago,- 
but which until now has never been the 
subject of petition, was adopted concern- 
ing the planting of trees upon Lincoln ave- 
nue. The resolution provides that the 
trees planted shall be fan palms, at least 
four years old and four feet high, planted 
along the avenue at intervals of twenty-five 
feet. This was declared an example that 
might be advantageously followed in other 
portions of the city where there are no 
shade and ornamental trees planted along 
the street.

Suit Against the Highland Insane 
Asylum Trustees. 


RIVERSIDE, March 24.—( Special Corre- 
spondence.) A suit was commenced in the 
Superior Court Saturday afternoon last 
by the Newport Lumber Company against 
H. L. Drew, J. A. Gibson, I. K. Fisher, 
George Cooley and Frank A. Miller, trus- 
tees of the Highland insane asylum; F. W 
Richardson, treasurer of the board, the firm 
of Dewar & Chrisholm, and the Farmers’ 
Exchange Bank of San Bernardino. 

The action is brought to collect $6654, 
the amount alleged to be due as a balance 
for lumber furnished Dewar & Chrisholm 
in the construction of the new wing of the 
asylum. The complaints set up that there 
was due the plaintiff a sum on contract 
March 18, 1895; that plaintiff notified the 
trustees of their claim for material, but 
that the trustees paid a part of the money 
to the Farmers’ Exchange Bank, as assig- 
nee of Dewar & Chrisholm, and threatens 
to pay over the balance, and asks that an 
injunction issue restraining the trustees 
from paying over the balance. A judg- 
ment against Dewar & Chrisholm for the 
$6654 is alsa asked, and that plaintiff has 
a Hen upon the amount still unpaid by 
the trustees on the contract, and that 
Richardson be required to pay plaintiff 
what is now due, and that the Farmers’ 
Exchange Bank be compelled to turn over 
to plaintiff the amount paid to it. Judge 
Noyes issued the injunction prayed for, 
pending the trial of the case. 

The remains of the wife of Hon. E. W.

SANTA ANA IS TAKING ON MET- 
ROPOLITAN AIRS. 


Streets to be Paved with Asphaltum. 
Teachers’ Institute in Session— 
The Pupils Exhibit Their 
Work—Brevities. 


SANTA ANA, March 25.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) Tomorrow, Tuesday, March 
26, will mark an important era in the his- 
tory of public enterprises in the city of 
Santa Ana. The first dirt will be turned 
at 7 o’clock in the morning between Main 
and Sycamore streets, on the north side 
of the street, for its paving with asphaltum, 
and thus the good work of improving the 
condition of the streets will continue until 
the business portion of the city will take 
on really metropolitan airs. 

Messrs. Fairchild & Vincent of Los An- 
geles, the contractors, arrived in Santa 
Ana today with five carloads of machin- 
ery and material, and Superintendent N. 
T. Simpson has already enough men em- 
ployed to start the work along. With the 
exception of a few skilled hands, that are 
absolutely necessary to have in the carry- 
ing on of the work, Jaborers here in Santa 
Ana and vicinity will be employed, thus 
affording the idle men that are now in the 
city ample work to do. 

From this time on, Santa Ana will forge 
more stéadily ahead than it ever has be-

THE TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 

The Orange County Teachers’ Institute 
opened in this city today (Monday,) the 
first session being called for 10 o’clock 
in the Congregational Church on North 
Main street. 

The school marms,“ and the school mas- 
ters from all over the county were pres- 
ent, from the dashing young girl, earning 
her first money in teaching the little fel- 
lows in the district school, to the veterans 
whose shoulders were stooping and whose 
locks had silvered with gray in the worry- 
ing of a life of forty years in the school- 
room. They were all there and ready for 
business when Superintendent Greely of 
the county schools declared the first ses- 
sion open. He then, after a few well-di- 
rected remarks, ‘introduced Prof. 1 
Barnes of Stanford University, who occu- 
pied the first period of the morning with 
the subject of child study. He referred 
to the work done in that line throughout 
the United States for the past year, show- 
ing the great amount of interest taken in 
it. Charts were presented to the institute 
showing the results collated during the 
past year in Orange county on children’s 
inferences, and comparisons were made be- 
tween the children of Orange county and 
those of Stockton and vicinity. 

After a short intermission, Mrs. Mary 
Sheldon Barnes of the Stanford University, 
occupied the remainder of the forenoon 
with a most excellent talk on the “Histori- 
cal Sense in Children.“ Her remarks were 
illustrated by a number of charts, showing 
the results arranged from examinations 
-of several thousand children, and as the 
charts presented the relative amount of 
historical sense in boys and girls, their 
comparative interest in regard time, 
cause and effect, their comparative power 
in regard to reasoning, and their compara- 
‘tive sense of evidence, the talk was made 
of exceptional interest. 

In the afternoon the hosts again as- 
sembled when Prof. Perham of the city 
schools took up the following topics, 
based upon McMurrey’s general method, 
relating to professional reading, for gen- 
eral discussion by the teachers: 

Is the. demand for greater. interest in 
school studies and more attractive mater- 
jals of study a healthy and salutary one?“ 

„Are there any dangers of over-estimat- 
ing the value of interest as a means and 
an aim in education?“ : 

“Explain how concentration contribu 
to unity of personality and strength of 
character.“ 

“Name the important reasons favoring 
the theory of the culture epochs. What 
objections may be raised to this theory?’’ 

„Why is it that text-books tend strongly 
toward deductive methods, while nearly all 
writers on pedagogy call for inductive pro- 
cesses ?”’ 

“In what way does the theory of ap- 
perception act as a corrective of the idea 
of formal discipline.“ 

“How is apperception related to concen- 
tration?“ 

“Show how interest and apperception, as 
guiding principles in teaching, tend to de- 
velop will-power in pupils.“ 

„How may the course of study be en- 
riched?”” | 

Following a liberal discussion on the 
above topics, Prof. ‘Barnes again talked, 
this time on “Education in Ancient 
China,“ which proved to be an historical 
study with applications of today, and Mrs. 
Barnes followed on “‘The Realities of His- 
tory and How to Use Them.“ 

In the evening there was a reception 
for the teachers in the parlors of the 
Brunswick Hotel. 

PUPILS EXHIBIT WORK. 5 

The parents of the pupils of the public 
school and all friends of education should 
not fail to visit the two central school 
buildings during the next day or two to 
examine the grand display work of the 
pupils, from the little tiny tots in the 
primary department, to the young ladies 
and gentlemen in the High School. As a 
rule parents take too little interest in 
what their children are doing at school 
leaving sometimes the matter almost 
wholly to the teacher or teachers under 
whose instructions the boy or the girl is 
laboring, and knowing nothing themselves 
of the real progress that is being made. 
A visit to the two central school build- 
ings will apprise parents of what is go 
ing on in the public schools, but few of 
them having an idea of the volume and 
the excellent character of the work that 
is being constantly turned out. . 

In the new central building the central 
grammar school exhibits work in history 
and geography under the instructions of 
Miss Morrison. This work 
memory maps, drawn without any guide, 
illustrating different periods in American 
history. Miss Crew also exhibits work in 
the same line with the addition of model- 
ing in relief maps. Miss White exhibits 
drawings and maps, showing the distribu- 
tion of animals, plants and inhabitants on 
the globe. 

Across the hall Miss Stowell exhibits 
uncorrected work in English. Miss White 
in the same room has drawing and Miss 
Cleaver of the First-street grammar school 
shows English in the fifth and sixth 
grades. Upstairs Miss Cora L. Williams of 
the High School, exhibits work on tie 
board in solid geometry in the different 
classes. Here also is work in note books 
and composition. Prof. Norrish shows 
work in the grammar school in repre- 
senting theorems and probdiems. 

Prof. Wood was found as happy as a 
lark in his scientific department. He 
shows work in botany, zoology, physics 
and chemistry. The work in botany was 
drawn from nature, the drawings on the, 
board being in every instance from ob- 
servation of the objects themselves. In 
the chemistry department the apparatus 
was being used in the manufacture of 
The electrical apparatus is especially at- 
tractive, and the professor says that a 

number of the pupils are showing excep- 
tional ability in electrical work.

These belonged respectively 
to Dr. Reynolds, Mr. Burdick, Mr. Car- 
rillo, Mr. Gaty, Charles Hunt, Mr. Spier 
and Mr. Pierce. One of these animals, a 
beautiful brown setter, was dying on the 
street in front of Fiske & Johnston’s early 
in the afternoon. A large and sympathetic 
crowd gathered around and did everything 
possible to relieve the poor animal’s suf- 
ferings, while expression of sympathy aud 
indignation were loud, and the most encr- 
getic denunciation was heard on evsery 
hand of the mysterious scoundrel, who 
has for two years past been endeavoring 
to kill all the dogs in Santa Barbara. It 
so happens that there are very few dogs 
here that are of the cur order. Almost all 
of the dogs in town, and especially cr 
those that have been poisoned, are beauti- 
ful, well trained, pure bred animals, great 
pets of the owners, kept in the house or 
tiehtiv locked up in stables, and dave 
never been known to disturb anyone by 
night or by day. The little dog belong. 
ing to Mr. Pierce is associated with ths 
little child they have lately lost. Dr. Rey 
nold’s spaniel was the only one of the 
breed in the city, a dainty, affectionate 
little creature, almost human in its inte!- 
ligence. This poison is as a rule’ thrown 
into private residence grounds. A reward 
of $300 is offered for the detection of any 
one poisoning dogs, and this amount will 
probably be increased sinee this crowning 
outrage. In the present state of public 
feeling if the dog poisoner should be 
caught-he would stand a very good chance 


of being strung up to the nearest lamp 
post.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


SATISFACTORY ARRANGEMENTS 
‘FOR A WATER SUPPLY. 


Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard on a Visit— 


SAN BERNARDINO, March 25.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The Bloomington Irriga- 
tion District purchased some time since 
200 inches of water from the artesian wells 
on the Ferguson ranch, for which they 
paid $64,000, in bonds of the district. This 
water has been running in an open ditch 
for a mile and a half to a flume, through 
which it was conveyed to the tract to be 
irrigated. Through this open ditch the 
city water, to the extent of 100 inches, also 
ran, and the division was made at a point 
where the flume passes the city reser- 
voir. The city only needed a portion of 
its water, as it has from ten to fifteen 
inches still flowing into the reservoir 
from a series of artesian wells just ad- 
joining, and the Bloomington people have 
used this surplus for irrigation. The seep- 
age and evaporation of the water in the 
open ditch is from 30 to 45 per cent. dur- 
ing the summer, and to save this and also 
to secure power from the flume’s water, a 
cement pipe line one and one-fourth miles 
in length has been constructed, which de- 
Kvers the water into a steel pipe line, 2300 
feet in length, which runs in almost a 
straight line with a fall of 95 feet. At 
the foot of this they have placed an im- 
proved Seiffel wheel, five feet in diameter, 
which is run by four six-inch streams of 
water from this pressure pipe, giving it 
thirty-eight horse-power. From this three 
steel cables run to a Menze pump, sunk 
in a well twenty feet deep, which is fed 
by a series of thirty-four artesian wells 
that are not flowing above ground, and 
the seepage from the substrata’ in which 
the well is sunk. This pump will raise 
320,000 gallons of water per hour from 
this well, equal to a steady flow of 300 
inches, and this water, together with the 
300 inches which comes down through the 
pressure pipe.to give the power, and then 
flows on, undiminished in quantity, into 
the flume, will give the Bloomington com- 
pany 500 inches, instead of the 200 it had 
at he start. They also avoid all the seep- 
age and evaporation arising from the use 
of the open ditch, and the water is deliv- 
ered pure and free from all pollution 
from sheep and cattle, a decided improve- 
ment over the present state of affairs. 
The question now arises as to what dis- 
position to make of the city water, which 
has been flowing through the Bloomington 
open ditch. It will have to come down 
through the open ditch alone, and the loss 
of all the seepage ‘will come out of that, in- 
stead of out of the combined flow of the 
two systems, unless they run it through 
the present pipe line, or build another 
Pipe line on purpose for this 100 inches. 
If it is taken down through the present 
pipe line, the Bloomingtons will re- 
ceive the benefit of this addition to their 
power, and, in return, will make no charge 
for caring for it, and, in case of a heavy 
drainage on the reservoir, as by a large 
conflagration, they will turn the whale 
amount of their flume into the reservoir, 
| me to keep it full. In 
other words, they will take the present 
100 inches belonging to the city and give 
the city all the water it can use and re- 
tain for itself any surplus there may be 
over. Should the city decide to put in a 
parallel line the amount of their water, 
100 inches, will not be enough to create 
a power of much commercial value, and 
they would be at considerable expense in 
0 doing. The Bloomington company also 
have 150 inches by purchase from the 
Raynor place that runs in another flume in 
connection with 150 inches, for which the 
East Riverside Irrigation District are pay- 
ing $1200 per year. With the opening of 
this new pipe line, which will be ready 
for use Im a week or ten days, there will 
need to be but one zanjero for the three 
systems in place of the three that are 
now employed. At present the open ditch 
causes a vast amount of labor that keeps 
the zanjero for the city, C. A. Mead, an 
excellent map for the place, pretty busy. 
At the last storm there was a cloudburst 
up at the head of Lytle Creek, and the 
water came down the valley in enormous 
quantities, sweeping over the open ditch 
and filling that and the flume full of and 
and debris. All danger of this in the fu- 
ture will be obviated by the use of the 
pipe line. Bloomington is to be congratu- 
lated on having now one of the best water 
systems in Southern California and hte 
city of San Bernardino, if it joins with 
Bloomington on the pipe line, will have 
an excellent supply of pure mountain and 
artesian water, coming down uncontami- 
nated, and sufficient for all domestic and 
fire purposes for many years to come.

The District Attorney gave his con- 
sent, and the court discharged the jurors 
and witnesses and took the case from the 
calendar. 

Engine No. 7, which is used as helper 
on the Santa Fe route, broke loose and ran 
away at Summit Station about midnight 
last night, and ran down grade at a fear- 
ful rate of speed.

In about 1 his 
mother moved to Casy county, Ky. dere 
Mr. McCoy was married to Miss Ludntha 
Davis, daughter of Robert Davis. As the 
result of this union seven children were 
born, two girls and five boys, one of 
whom died in childhood. Later, Mr. Me- 
Coy moved to Indiana, settling near Green- 
castle, and lived there for about twelve 
years. He then went to Osage county, 
now Maries county, where he also resided 
for about the same length of time. From 
there he went to Iowa, but after two years’ 
time went to Louis county, Mo., where he 
spent the following thirteen years. In 
the spring of 1863 Mr. McCoy came to Sac- 
ramento, Cal., and in 1866 moved to

T. M. C. A. New Quarters—News by 
the Way. 

SAN DIEGO, March 25.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) President George W. Marston 
of the Y.M.C.A. presided at a mass- 
meeting at, the Presbyterian Church on 
Sunday and outlined the plans for a larger 
work of the association, which are now | 
under way. As previously reported in The 
Times, the Y.M.C.A. is to occupy the en- 
tire second story of the Grant building 
soon to be built at the corner of D and 
Sixth streets. About $2500 of the $4000 
to $5000 necessary to meet the year’s ex- 
penses, including the furnishing of the 
proposed new quarters, has been secured, 
and the prospect is bright for securing the 
balance needed in the near future. J. I. 
Speares, State secretary of the T. M. C. A., 
addressed the meeting. He said that there 
are 4000 T. M. C. A. associations in the 
world and 1400 in the United S-ates Alone, 
where the growth has been the largest. 
The Rev. P. B. Kipp also addressed the 
meeting.

Honesty is the best policy for 
the morning paper, which urges the read- 
ers it maligns to take steps to better their 
condition. San Diegans yearn to have 
this morning paper tell the truth.”
